Sin te Saturday we have perufcd filea of 
French and Spanifh papers to the laft of June. 
T h ey do not prefent any accounts of very in- 
terefting operations on the Danube. 
For a 
long month after the battle of Elilln g both 
armies had apparently been employed in heal­ 
ing the wounds, and recovering by repofe 
from the fatigue of that memorable confli^V. 
Lefebvre, Duke of Dantzic, it appeared, had 
p^lTed over to the left bank of the Danube, 
near L in tt. his left flank refting on Bohemia. 


Ruflian columns, though in flow time, were 
advancing into 
the 
Auftrian 
dominions. 
They were to he commanded by Conftantins, 
brother of the Emperor i and were toco-oper- 
ate eventually urith the RwfTtan army which 
was waging war with the 'J'urks in Bulgaria. 


T he moil aflive war operations— though 
on a limited fcale— were in Hungary^ be­ 
tween the Prince Eugene, and the Archduke 
Jo h n i id the Tyrol« between the mountain 
p'>afants and the Bavarians ; and in Saxony 
between the Conf'drrate troops, and partisan 
corps of AolUians ayd Bruofwickers. — The
